The regular “ Under God” pen­ 
nant already flies from the town 
flagpole, but beneath it is an ­ 
other pennant, reading “ Liberty 
and Justice for All.” 


More than 75 cities and mun- 
| icipalities in New Jersey and 
some 30 states started flying the 
“ One Nation Under God” pen­ 
nants beneath the American flag 
since the banners received n a­ 
tional attention last November 
but there’s only one “ Liberty 
and Justice for All” pennant. I t j 
w as the idea of Wayne Council­ 
man Walter F. Hoffman, who 
felt the “ Under God” pennant 
didn’t tell the entire story. 


“ One of the other councilmen 
wanted the ‘One Nation Under 
God’ pennant on the flagpole. 
That was all right with me." 
Hoffman said 
“ But I thought 
we were overlooking other parts 
J of the pledge of allegience that 
were equally important. Liberty 
and justice are the foundation 
I stones of our country. T h ai’s 


why I proposed we fly my pen­ 
nant, too.” 


The town council 
approved 
both pennants, 6-3, with differ- 
nent councilmen voting for and 
against each of them. 


Hoffman was asked whether
